The heavy and massive doors bristle 
inside with spikes as sharp as dag­ 
gers, about twenty of which point In­ 
ward toward the chest and two of 
which, longer than the others, are fixed 
Inside the face behind the eyes. 
The Kiserne Jungfrau was an Instru­ 
ment of execution reserved for shame 
less women. 
When one of these uhs 
condemned to death she wa* placed in­ 
side the figure, and the doors were 
closed. This forced the spikes Into her 
vital organs and through her eyes Into 
her brain. 
Death was quick or slow. 
^cording to the speed with which (lie 
doors w ere cloned 
The base of the llgure is a trapdoor. 
When the doors were opened and the 
vie!Im freed from the spikes the trap­ 
door was sprung and ber body dropped 
through a deep hole into a torrent that 
still flows under the castle. 
A tip of a 
few pfennigs will have the hole lighted 
vs it ti electric lamp*, and the visitor can 
look down and see the dark water, 
thus completing the tragedy in his Im­ 
agination- New ^ ork World.

O nly From a Severe Shock. 
Owing to Its high percentage of nitro­ 
gen oxide, guncotton when exjiosed to 
air In a dry suite rapidly absorbs oxy­ 
gen from the air and becomes very 
dangerous, exploding spontaneously or 
from slight shook. 
Dry guncotton in 
unconfined muss merely burns with a 
dash like gunpowder, only much more 
rapidly; it does not exert explosive ef­ 
fect unless confined, as in u shell. In 
its dry atule guncotton is seldom used 
fur primers and detonators, us it Is too 
unstable and will explode with a slight 
shock or blow. 
The guncotton carried aboard war 
Vessels and submarines for the ex­ 
plosive charge of torpedoes is always 
wet guncotton, kept iii ulr tight con 
talliers ti* prevent evaporation of mois­ 
ture. Wet guncotton can lie exploded 
only by ii sever© shock; hence primers 
or detonators of some more powerful 
explosive arc necessary, these explod­ 
ing on impact of the torpedo against a 
ship's side und in turn exploding the 
guncotton in the war head. Fifty to IOC 
pounds is the usual charge of ii tor­ 
pedo. 
Ordinarily safe if properly stowed 
away from lieut and kept moist, gun­ 
cotton becomes dangerous from liabil­ 
ity to spontaneous explosion when a 
slight excess of acid Is present, and 
constant and regular tests for acidity 
are part of the duties of ordnance offi­ 
cers of war vessels aud ammunition 
depots. Guncotton giving a high acid 
test Is promptly condemned and cl thai 
destroy'd or reworked und washed.— 
American Druggist.
